Till' letter reails: 

"liefore tills rem-liis ytui > ou will 
doubtlessly have K;iriie(l tluit 1 have 
changed my place nf abode from the 
devastatin;; seeius of ibe battlefield to 
tlie miitle .siirniuiiiliriKS of a hospital 
ward. The contrast between the two 
places Is beyond descriplloA, althoueh 
on every hand one Is still reminded 
of the tremendous price that is being 
paid for the follies of the past, 

"Perhaps you would bo interested in 
having me tell of my 'Lucky Misfor- 
tune." 

"liefore we weni inio liattle we wore 
told that wp were (,'i'iiiK into the 
srratcst flsht in the lii.siii.\ of the 
war. and to rest as much as possible, 
fur our endurance would be thorough- 
ly tried. On the morning of Septem- 
ber the fifteenth I was on duty in a 
dressing station as dresser. It was 
In a captured German duK-out. There 
was not a great deal to do, as the 
bombardment had only been raRlin; 
since early on the previou.s evenini,-. 
and the casualties on that part of the 
field were as yet comparatively few. I 
remained on duty till nine o'clock that 
night, then I dc-^ceiuled into the depths 
of my little Herman dug-oui, where I 
was safe from harm. These were 
wonderful dug-outs, being nearly thir- 
ty feet deep. We did not go to sleep 
very early t^iat night, for every one 
was talking about the charge of (he 
Princess Pats and the Korty-second 
liiittalions niMde a few hours earlier. 

"At last all was nuiet, iind to the 
music of the bonilmrilnieiil we fell 
asleep. About two o'clock we were 
aroused by a sentry, who informed us 
that we all must t;o up and gather the 
wounded. That waa the beginning of a. 
long day's work. As far as I waa con- 
cerned, it was over about eight o'clock 
that night. But the battle was then 
at its highest. Our section was de- 
tailed for the task of clearing wounil- 
ed from the end of a communication 
trench up a bill to moot the motor 
ambulaiu'ps. Tliore was a little trol- 
ley track up wblrh we used to push 
the wounded on trucks. The work 
had continued steadily all day until 
our boys made another charge. Then 
a UATTLi; beRan. 1 do not think that 
anything so mild as Bngttah could de- 
scribe the noises, and more especially 
the scones of that day. 

The Wounded on Trucks, 

"About five , o'clock we had some 
tea. It was' evidently a beautiful 
evening but for the battle. On look- 
ing around I remarked to I'ra.ser, who 
was one of our squad, that it was a 
bloody looking sunset. He .«nid, 'It 
certainly Is." II proved to be a bloody 
pvoninK for both of us. I believe he 
was killed by the same shell that hit 
me. lie was pushinpr on thi' truck 
with me at the time, but he was not 
found when 1 was put in the ambu- 
lance. But whether he Is living or 
dead I cannot speak too highly of 
his pluck and heroism. He waa an in- 
spiration to me. I never Wfs less 
nervous In a bombardment. My mind 
was absolutely settled, and T felt con- 
fident of every step T was taking. I 
think I had been nerved up 'O' the 
fact that there were so many wound- 
ed almut that needed our Immediate 
attention. Imniedialidy after siipp'T 
I-'raser and 1 went dfiwn into a trench 
to be on hand if any of the boys were 
wounded. Liater we took a truck and 
went right down Into the valley, which 
was in itself a picture of death and 
Hell. Look at some of those dreadful 
pictures In pome paper like the Lon- 
don Illustrated News, and you will 
have a faint Idea of what it was like. 
Tills, howevr. was our post of duty. 
There we pH(k.-il oiir.selves in the 
depths of a .«le.ll -hole, with shells 
biirslit.'.; near (nilt'hty .shells lliey 
were, tool. .111(1 pifcrs flyliii,' over us. 
In the midst of all this 1 never feared 
in the least, and Kraser did nofraeem 
ta, either. But ^e enjoyed a strange 
conselousneM of Ood's presence, and 
talked with Him Irt absolute confi- 
dence th.at he would keep us in life 
and in death. At P'ra«er"f« suggestion 
be and I went up the hill towards the 
front line of trenches a few hundred 
.\ards to proeui'o some other (riU'Us 
that li,Td be- n t:iken up 'here with ain- 
miinilloii. Au.iiii we took nfu^;,' in 
our .«hell - hole, lint soon iin officer w.is 
hurl, and we were needed. We laid 
h I in on the truck and started to go. 
i':\'r'ryone was anxious to get away 
from it, so we all pushed hard. We 
were going at a great speed, and I 
was warning them that If we went 
no quickly we would knock the truck 
off the crooked track ODce more, be- 
cause one of the boys was getting 
quite excited.

The idea of jjerpetuating his memory in this way has much to com- 
mend it. Undoubtedly there will be others who shall follow along 
the same lin'-, and those faculties in which this is done will have a 
living and lasting Roll of Honour testifying to the high esteem and 
undying gl<ji,> of those whose name* constitute it

China Claims Invention. 



"However much we deplore the 
stringency in raw miterial for the pa- 
per market brought about by the Eu- 
ropean war, it should not be forgotten 
that to the beneficial results of a bat- 
tle fought nearly 12 centuries ago can 
be traced the introduction of the art of 
paper making to ,the western world. 
China Is credited with having nur- 
tured the Beniua who first dUiceived 
the iile;i of a wrItiiiK niat'Tial niaile 
from filrous piilii. ami sonn' liivesli- 
KHlors jirofess III luiM' fiuitul eviileii- 
Ci-s that paper e.\isteil in the f'elestial 
l<lnL:doin at least two centuries lieforf 
the I'hristian era. Whether these 
clnlms of centuries of priority will en- 
dure the lig^t of furtlier reHcarch, or 
Whether they will be discredited Just 
as have been the same nation's claim 
to the Invention of tAe mariner's com- 
pass and gunpowder, the fact Is fairly 
well established th^t when the Arabs 
defeated a raiding army Qt Celestials 
before the gates of Samarkand, In the 
middle of the eighth century, they 
captured a party of Chinamen who 
were skilled paper makers. It w.is 
from this city of riiisslan Tiirliist in. 
once the capital of that tnosl iiithless 
of Mongol piiiices. Tanvrlane, that the 
art of tliesi' e.iptlves siuead throuçh- 
oiit Asia .Minor and .Nortliern Afiiea, 
into Mimrlsli Spain anil finally into 
Italy, where the first «xten.-ive faeinr- 
ies, were established in 12Tii at lahrian ), 
.still a centre of the paper Imlustry in 
Southern Europe. 

'The Arabs and their Persian as- 
sistants are supposed to have u«e<1 
flax and ootton in the manufactu'i of 
their first paper, and sutisequently 
tu-Jiv wvra extensively u'!.>sse<l. Cotton 
af.d l!!ien rtiKs nre 8»lll the Ims.s of 
the best KHides of paper, but the .ir- 
ii> lo u^ed by the newspapers Is made 
r Ncluslvely of wood i>ulp. In the Unit- 
ed Stales black spruce, hemlock, ashes 
and pnplnr an- the most widely used 
woôus, while in Europe the Scotch fir 
supplants the hemlock. 

"India" Pap«i> Mianemar. 

•'EnKland manufactures much of her 
paper from esparto or .Spanish «rass, 
whicli has heen ipiite extensively im- 
porteil by that country from North 
Africa during the last f.o years, Ger- 
many and France iise <iuantitles of 
rye, wheat, oat and barley straw in 
t he paper-making Industry. The wide- 
ly used 'India paper' comes chiefly 
from England, Germany, France, Bel- 
glum and Italy. Its name Is a mis- 
nomer and was gjven to a soft qtinlity 
of Chinese paper Introduced Into Enn- 
land In the eighteenth century, hut. 
like many other commodities liroui;ht 
from the Far lOast diirinir that jier- 
iod, It was crediletl to In'li.i. It is 
tnaniifactured from raps. .'iihI its opa' - 
ity is iliH' lirui-ly to the admixture of 
mineral matter with the fil, if, lis 
thinness is ilue to speii.il pmei'ss of 
'beat ilia:.' 

"I'p to the closini; years of the einh- 
teenth century all paper was made by 
hand, sheet by sheet, but' in the same 
year that Napoleon fought the battle 
of the Pyramids Ltouis Robert, a hum- 
ble workman in the paper mill of Di- 
dot, at Baaonea, south of Paris, in- 
vented a machine for making paper In 
vn endless web. This Invention was 
leveloped in T:nKland liy the two 
Kourdrlnl' il' who lost a fortune In their 
pioneer w..ili. Their ne.mes, however, 
are )iei i,< t un te,! in the paper-making 
machines i f the luesenl day .

lermeot camps. The burden has been, 
and is still, a cuiiaidsrablu one, but It 
has been shouldered clieerfally, and 
new means for helpfulness are cori- 
sluntly being sought.

Help has now 
been extended in (iermuny to Helsian 
prisoners, aiul tlie whole scheme is 
apparently h.-inn worked out with ex- 
ceptional wisdom Ami forethoiii;lil 
Help is (;iven only on the haals of 
reciprocity; thus, a.-- an instance, he'^'i 
Is afforded in Germany only when per- 
mission has been obtained to accorii 
assiï'tance of a similar nature in Brit- 
ain, and «o on, whilst in the matter of 
the supply of books and that of per- 
."onal interviews, the committee seem 
to be discharging a by no means easy 
task with great discretion. 

Perhaps the most Important ohjec 
which the committee has in View, how- 
ever, i« the restoration of International 
ties in the worUl of natural science a^ 
earlv' as possihie after the w.Tr is over 
.\nythiiic that can he ilone in th's ili 
lection will ren-lve a very fjeniua' 
sujttiori from those who r.al:'/.f tlie mi 
liort.-ince of all reronstnietive worli. 
The N'eiherlniiils committee is keepi'nt: 
in touch with other committees work- 
ins with similar ends in view, and it 
is Interesting to note that their effortt> 
are receiving the cordial support of all 
•he governments concerned. Profes- 
sor Hulslnga was specially warm In 
hi.< tributes to the British, French 
Herman and Russian government, all 
of whom, he declared, had provi-ii 
eipiaiiy heliiful to the committees, ami 
trusted them fully.

THE HAGUE. 

The llniriie, wliii li fiKuri s i.o oflei. 
ill the news of the day, has u history 
which renders it uniijue, in many re- 
spects, amuiiKst capital cities. In the 
latter part of the seventeenth uiid 
the first half of the eighteenth cen- 
turies, it was the centre of European 
diplomacy; while for the fifteen years 
Immediatoly preceding the outbreak 
uf the present war, it was the centre 
of the iieace movement and the iiiei t- 
Injî place of tlift famous Iniefiiat ii aial 
court of urhit laiiou known as the 
Maguc tribunal. It is not an aiu ieii: 
city, as cilh's arc counted ancient in 
ICuropu; indeed, In tho ihlrteentli ci ii- 
tury, It wuH liitle tnure than a shuot- 
Ing box for the counts of Holland. 
Count Floria V„ who flourished In the 
lutter half of the thirteenth century, 
made it his residence, and later it bo 
came the seat of tba supreme court of 
Justice in Holland. From the time oi 
William of Orange, it was the meeting 
place of the States-General: hut It was 
not until .Napoleon sent his hrothei 
Louis lo rule the country in isnti, with 
the title of Kinp of Holland, that The 
llai;ue received the status of a town 
The lla^ue none the less Is full of 
history, both national and internation- 
al. Its name la connected with a 
larger number of treaties and various 
International understandings than 
that of any other city. Among 
the treaties and conventions sign- 
ed here may he mentioned the 
famous triple alliance of I6rt8 between 
KnKlsind, Sweden and the .Netherlands, 
about which Macaulay has su miu'li to 
say In his history of those times; then 
there was the concert of The I labile 
signed in 1710; another triple nllinnce 
between Krance. Knwiand and Holland 
in 1717, for the guarantee of the treaty 
of rtrecht; the treaty of peace be- 
tween Spain, Savoy and Austria, sign- 
ed |n 1717, and the treaty of peace be- 
tween Holland and France, signed In 
1796. Then there was. of course, the 
first Hague convention which assi-m- 
bled on the initiative of the I'.inperor 
Nicholas 11. of KUHsia, ami all the Inim 
series of conventions which have ri'- 
sulted from it. 

The city itself, which has been well 
desirihed as half Dutch and half 
French, Is In kcepin with its reputation 
it has fine streets and fine houses, 
many wide and long and tree-plant- 
ed avenues, lakes and oanali, and well 
laid out squarea. It has its own sea- 
side resort as It were, some two mliea 
away, at Schevenlngan; whilat the fa- 
mous Hague wood, joining up with 
the Haarlem wood. With Its oaks and 
alders and gigantic beech trees. Is one 
of the great sights of the countryside. 
The uracious dignity of The Hague is 
perliaps best seen in the curious group 
of mediaeval Kovernment buildings sit- 
uted In the Hiniieiihof, with their 
liacks reflected in tlie placid waters of 
Vyver, the little sheet of water which 
marks the centre of The Hague. The 
Binnenhof, the oldest portion of which 
was built by 'VVUIlam n.. Count of Hol- 
land, In 1249, was once surrounded, lii<e 
oil such buildings in those dnys, in 
II moat, and It Is still entered throiiKli 
undent gateways. It was here. se\ - 
••ral centuries later, that the Stailt- 
liolders lived, and it wa.1 In the ureal 
hall of the Ifniuhls, which now con- 
tains the archives of the home of- 
fice, that the slates of th e.Nethcrlands 
in l.iSl abjured their allegiance to 
KiuK Philip II. of Spain. There are 
many other handaome and historic 
buildings, and tha city, in spite of the 
depredations of Napoleon, la specially 
rich in art treasures. 

To many people the most Interestinir 
place at The Hague Is the famous royal 
villa, called the I litis ten IIoscli. or 
"house In the «.m l " it I-.. s well awas 
in the iiaciie wooij lu-vond tlii- famous 
lilllihiiuse iif the Wille t^i.eiiteil. It 
was built early in the seventi enlli cen- 
tiirv by I'ieter Post for I'rlncess Ame- 
lia of Solms, the wife of the Htadt- 
holder Frederick William of Orange. 
The chief room is the great Orange 
salon, an octagonal hall SOft. high and 
covered with paintings by Dutdh and 
Flemish artists. It was In this hall 
that the first international peace con- 
ference held Its alttlttsa in the aummer 
of im.
